THE GOVERNOR

The dection and duties of the Governor are st forth in ArticlesV and IX of the Cdifornia Congtitution.
The Governor is subject to term limits, serving two four-year terms. Since this election occurred with
more than one-half of the term remaining, an eected successor may complete this term and run for only

one more.

There have been 118 attemptsto recall Sate-level dected officids.

PROPOSITIONS

There are two types of measures on this balot:

L egidative Constitutional Amendment (L CA)

An LCA isan amendment to the state congtitution proposed by the Legidature. 1t must be adopted in
each house of the Legidature by a two-thirds vote of the membership; it does not require the Governor's
sgnature to be placed on the ballot. Once it has been adopted by the Legidature and chaptered by the
Secretary of State, the measure is placed on the next statewide ballot that occurs at least 131 days from
the date of chaptering.

| nitiative Congtitutional Amendment

Theinitiative alows citizens to propose satutes, amendments to the state congtitution or genera obligation
bond measures for voter approva or rgection. An initiative condtitutional amendment requires signatures
equaling 8% of the gubernatoria vote. Initiatives are dso subject to the 131-day qudification deadline.
Any measure that qudifies after that deadline is placed on the next ensuing statewide ballot.

All statewide measures require asmple mgority for passage.

State ballot measures are numbered consecutively in tentyear cycles, the current cycle began with the
eleven measures on the November 1998 generd dection bdlot.
